I: is now estimated 
that tho amount of opium produced in 
southwestern China is two and half! time 
tho quantity imported from India. In time 
China will produce all this opium It con 
sumos. i'ino out of oifbteoii of its prov 
incos now produce tho drug, antf four-fifths 
of the amount it consumes is bcC'JO-grou-n 
This increase is in tho face of prohibiting 
edicts. 


In tho United States theamountcJ cruda 


opium imported in 1872 wns ISJVK-l pounds 
in ISSO, 24^,211; in I860, '171,270, and in 1887

chiefly to tho state of tho market, tho priua 
having risen from $2,5D a pound one year 
ago, to $4.75 a pound nt present.

Tho stock of Turkish opium in tbo world is 
said to bo 480,000 pounds. 


Our Government has imposed a duty ot 


$lu a pound upon smoking opium since

;ations of smoking opium for different 
years havo been as follows: 1872, 40,375 
pounds; ISSO, 77,100 pounds; ISSO, 4C.207 
rounds, and 1887,06,232 pounds. The chiot 
ilaceof importation Is San Francisco. It 
will bo seen that thora has been a falling 
off in tho amount imported since tho duty 
of S10 a pound was imposed. It is doubt- 
'ul, however, whether this is not made up 
by smuggling. 


It is evident from tho figures given 


above as to tho importation of crude

tho caso oC a women of wealth who took 
two quarts a day of whisky, laudanum and 
morphine, and was ablo to conceal tho 
fact from bar family. 


Tho morphine habit generally originates 


in a physician's proscription. 
Once con- 


tracted it can rarely bo shakon ofT, except 
by absolute physical restraint. Its effect 
is first to produce exhilaration. 
Then 


comes tha narcotic state, producing a 
blissful langor, and flnaliy sleep. Whilo 
under its influence tho mind aud moral 
nature aro to a great degree unhinged. It 
is loss injurious to thoso employed in tho 
open air than to thoso following sedentary 
pursuits. Liko other stimulants,morphine, 
for a timo, enables one to mako groat ex- 
ertion with but little rest or food, but in 
greater degree than other stimulants. 
A 


druggist of this city reports tho caso of a 
man habituated to its use who dosired to 
discontinue it, but had 
not been able 


to do so by tho exorcise of bis own 
will. Ho rented a houso iu tho country, em- 
ployed a strong man to guard him, and 
gave him strict orders that in no case was 
ho to bo allowed bis liberty. Tho two 
locked thotnselvos up together. Tho pa- 
tient tried in every way to -reak from his 
self-imposed restraint, but without suc- 
cess. After a timo Uo returned to the city 
and announced himself cured. But tho old 
habit soon returned. 


Opium is produced from tho opiun: poppy. 


It has. been raised in tho Unitod States, 
Scotland and other parts of Europe, but 
on account of tho cliinata and the price of 
labor, not with profit. It was known bo- 
fore tho Christian ora. It is the most 
complex substance in tho matoria medica. 


Among tho Buddhists, Moslems and 


Hindoos, to whom alcoholic beverages aro 
prohibited and 
whoso religious 
rites 


necessitate extended fasts, it is much 
usod. 
Opinni eating is chiolly practiced 


in Asia Minor, Persia and India, smoking 
in (Jhina, and in tbo islands of tho vicini- 
ty. 
Opium dillors widely in its injurious 


effects, according to which of thoso diirer- 
cnt ways aro adopted. 
Tho weight of 


opinion is that smoking is the least in- 
jurious. 


Tho greatest per capita consumption of 


opium in the United States is in the city 
ol' Portland, Mo. In India its salo is so 
great that there are stores that sell it ox- 
clusivoly. In this country its goneral 
sale is prohibited by Ia\v, but the law is 
not so strictly enforced but that it is easi- 
ly obtained.
